May it please Your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, the Seventh Annual Report, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the Inebriates Act, 
1898. 



Certified Inebriate Reformatories. 

The new Certified Reformatory at Wexford for Roman Catholic females, 
which was referred to in previous Reports, was opened in 1910 — the first patient 
having been admitted on the 4th March. 

Twenty-two cases in all were admitted during the year 1910, including 5 
transferred from the State Reformatory at Ennis. Of these, 1 woman was com- 
mitted to Prison for insubordinate conduct and using threatening language, and was 
still in Prison on the Blst December, and another patient was out on licence at 
that date, leaving 20 in residence at the end of the year. 

This Institution affords excellent accommodation, and is admirably managed 
by the Religious Community by whom it was established. 

The accommodation provided in St. Patrick’s Certified Reformatory, Water- 
ford, continues as described in previous Reports, and is, I regret to say, far from 
satisfactory, owing to the want of sufficient ground for the employment and recre- 
ation of the inmates, as well as the cramped nature of the buildings generally. 

At the beginning of the year there were 56 patients on the Register of this 
Institution, of whom 17 were out on licence. During the year, 20 were admitted ; 
24 were discharged ; 2 were transferred to the W aterford District Lunatic Asylum ; 
1 was committed to Omagh District Asylum while out on licence; 3 were committed 
to Prison for gross insubordination and violence, and at the end of the year two 
of them were still in Prison, leaving 49 on the Register (including the two cases in 
Prison), of whom 17 were out on licence, so that 30 were resident on the 31st 
December, 1910. 

The statistics relative to these Reformatories will be found in Appendix A, 
and the average cost of maintenance per patient in St. Patrick’s (W aterford) during 
the year is shown in Appendix B. 
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Inebriate Retreat. 

The Lodge Inebriate Retreat, Belfast, continues to be conducted in a highly 
satisfactory manner, and its condition, as well as that of the inmates, evokes most 
favourable comment at each succeeding visit. 

The only cause for regret is that its operations are so limited, and even the 
small number (12) for which it is licensed, is seldom reached. 

At the beginning of 1910 there were 11 patients in residence. During the 
year, 8 were admitted, and 11 were discharged, leaving on the register at the end of 
the year 8 patients, of whom one was absent by escape. She was, however, subse- 
quently re-taken and brought back to the Institution. 

Nine of the discharges took place in the ordinary course, on the expiration of 
the terms for which the patients had agreed to remain ; 1 patient was discharged 
owing to ill-health; and 1 as unsuitable for the Institution, in consequence of being 
subject to severe fits. 

The Hon. Secretary and the Matron continue to devote themselves un- 
remittingly to the welfare of the patients. 

Particulars relative to the Retreat and its inmates are given in tabular form 
in Appendix C. 

It is with great regret I record the retirement on 31st July, 1910, and subse- 
quent death of my predecessor, Sir George Plunkett OTarrell, M.D., who acted 
as Inspector of Certified Inebriate Reformatories and Inebriate Retreats from 
the first establishment of these Institutions in Ireland; and whose labours on behalf 
of the reformation of inebriates, as well as in the wider sphere relating to the 
amelioration of the condition of the insane, have been universally recognized.
